No one is justified in putting all his 
funds into foreign bonds or for that 
matter into' any one class of security. 
If his capital is small he must be 
content with the comparatively low 
return which high 
grade domestic 


bonds afford. 
If his recourses are a 


little larger he may properly reach 
out for larger returns. 
Even then, 


however, foreign 
bonds 
cannot be 


considered as a whole. 
They vap 


in merit just as to domestic bonds. 
Some are high grade and conservative 
Investments; some are speculative <n 
the extreme. 
There are financial- 


ly strong governments and there are 
financially weak governments. 


The trouble 
is that
